Water is quite 
plentiful, and tho recent heavy falla of snow 
we have had will so protect the grouud 
from frost that U" is oonfideoily hoped 
the supply will continne for'Bome weeks yet 
Go William Creek^aD siniP'Pv.fid. feeling baa 
been created by .^be...BDCce8bfal opening ol 
tbo Bod Rook Drain 'after the wbole aummer 
aud fall bad been ifedt in e&o'rtB to aooom- 
plish it. Several claims will now be^able to 
work proQtably which have been idle for 
months, thus giving employmeot lo many 
men who no doubt' are sadly in need of 
work. 

On Mosquilo and Rod Gulches everything 
looks lovely. Several claims are still being 
worked, notwiihstaod ing the lateness of the 
asason, and some of them yielding large 
rolurns. The Minnehaha washed up this 
week a trifle over two hundred ounces, and 
seems to be improving in ricbncBB every doy.
